ZIMMER had already prepared a network of agents, of whom Source knows 
about five, when DON BARBARESCHI, who had been arrested and then 
teleased to be returned to Switzerland, informed ZIMMER that his post- 
occupational plans were well known to the Allies and mentioned certain 
denaiis wnicn convinced aim tnan ne would nave to- at art again with u 
new network. The existing network was in fact scrapped according to 
Source . 

The setting up 6f a new network did. not get beyQnd the planning stage 
and the renting of a flat (location unknown) because during the last 
eight weeks prior to the surrender ZIMMER was fully occupied with the 
surrender negotiations and oil Abt VI work in Milan came to a stand- 
still. (para. 2-e). 
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On 15 Feb 45 SS Obgf WOLFF expressed the wish to have some means of 
establishing contact with the Allies in Switzerland. Source discussed 
the matter with ZIMMER , and it was agreed to nominate P3 CrIL 1,I whom 
ZIMMER knew in a purely personal way from Genoa. ZIMMER had nefrer had 
any intelligence dealings with PARII^, (before

Members of the 
German Embassy, both Army people and civilians were often present.

During the first few days, ZIMMER had his family with him but they 
returned to Germany in early February 1945. From then on, ZIMMER 
led a gay life entertaining many women, whose names Subject vaguely 
remembers as being: FRANCA, AMELIA, GIANNA, ANGELA, VANDA, MARIA.

Subject rmembers that ZIMMER had a secretary whose name was "RENATA". 
Living with him also wqs a Lt. HINA.

Another visitor was an Italian Professor of Chemistry, who came from 
Bolzano and who was generally accompanied by an interpreter. A 
person whose description would seem to correspond with that of 
TRINCHERO was another frequent guest.

He 
was always accompanied by a beautiful woman and came to get instruc-

ZIMMER told subject to wait for him at the » Ti * r 
apartment as he would be back in ten dav

Subject adds that ZBI.'ER ' s chauffeur was Elio GASFERINI, and that he 
was sent on a vacation in 10 April as ZIMMER did not trust him.

13. In early May, 1944, Dr. Guido ZIMMER arrived in Milan with a German 
secretary and took over the apartmeht at Via Cimarosa 22. All the 
inhabitants of Villa Luzzati in Via Marengo (a group connected with 
persecution of Jews and sequestaation of their property, consisting 
of: SAEVEKE , Captain (arrested; KDK (arrested); TIMM, radio 

operator (arrested); HOFFENBOCK, Ernesto, and interpreter from Inns- 
bruck; RIZZI (killed by Partisans) ) came to call on him. 

In Genoa ZIMMER'S work had consisted of spying on and tracking down 
Jews. In Milan, although he had an SS office and acted as head of the 
police, he began trafficking in goods and 

made a great deal of money which enabled him to live in luxury. 

Exoept. when ZIMMER'S family were staying at the villa, the place 
was filled with woman, both German and Italian, One of ZIMMER’S 
mistresses was a Dutch woman, Giaklin POTZ, who appeared to work 
for the Germans. It is believed that she can now be located at her 
villa on the Lake of Pusiano. 

One of ZIMMER’S collaborators was Baron PARRILI, brother-in-law of 
Count BOSS who lives at No. 50 Corso Monforte. Another wa5 Carletto 
ROSSI, Via degli Arditi 39. ZAMBELLI was in charge of obtaining food 
and other supplies. 

ZIMMER worked on repatriation of Italians who had been interned in 
Germany, but only occupied himself with cases concerning members of 
wealthy families. He also made connections with a group of partisans 
throuhh having saved tvrg Coloiel MINETTI of the Gruppo DlAnnunzio 
from death. 

In early November 1944 ZIMMER joined with SS members Dp. FIASCHETTI 
and Kucki BRUCKNER in trafficking in stolen goods. This partnership 
came to an end in January, 1945, probably as a result of ZIMMER'S 
first efforts at saving his skin by contacting partisans and even 
American elements. 

In early April, 1945, ZIMMER got rid of his friends and, as sole 
occupant of the third floor, had an American by the r.ame of WALIEK , 
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with a transmitting set. WAITER was visited off and on by a compatriot 
and remained hidded there until he escaped to Switzerland on 16 Ap~il 1 
in a car driven by a certain AROSIO from Cernobbio. 

ZIMMER left for Switzerland two days earlier by automobile, c^ossinp: 
the border, it is believed, at Ponte Chiasso. 6

By transmitting 
the information in this way, ZIMMER not only blew his source, but 
also made it clear to the Italian police that he himself was 
working an intelligence network in Rome contrary to the Rome-Berlin 
pact. The information should have been transmitted to BSHA head- 

. quarters. Because of this slip, ZIMMER was recalled to Berlin, and 
it was only due to the intervention of an influential uncle of his 
that he was not sacked completely. (Para. G-16)

SCI Z Rome has been informed that, in compliance with wishes of Mr. 
Dulles, it is desired to return It. Guido ZIMMER, wife KATHIE, and 
children Klaus Luigi and Luisa to Romo. 

In past ZIMMER has enjoyed privileged treatment at hands of non-CI 
agencies because of his role in operation SUNRISE, tf.though no 
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such preferential treatment was aooorded WOLFF and DOLIMANN, for 
example, who were of muoh greater importance to the suooess of that 
operation. 

In any oase, onoe ZIMMER is in Rome, SCI will desire to interrogate 
him in detail, and views of AC of S, G-2, Cl, AFHQ, are requested in 
the matter, espeoially imto as regards G-2 ( Cl) approval of TCA 
application for ZIMM E R and his group.
